Chicago.—The American Reel Orosi 
Is placing men with United States 
army commissions in charge of Hee1 
Cross supplies at every base hospital, 
and at every training camp, canton i 
ment, mobilisation camp and other 
place where soldiers or sailors are as 
sembled. 
These men are chosen from volun 
teers who are more than thlrty-onf 
years of age— the draft limit—anc? 
much more mature men are given thi 
preference so that no one may be put 
at civilian work who might better serve 
with the army. 
They draw no pay 
hut are given quarters and subsistence 
In accord with their rank. 
At each such station there will be at 
least two Red Cross representatives, 
one of whom w ill be commissioned 
captain, and the others lieutenants 
They will have charge of all ship I 
ruents of Red Cross supplies to such 
military station, and will be the con 
nectlng link between the people and 
their fighting men. 
Some, lf not all 
these officers will be given the oppor 
-tunlty to follow the soldiers to Eu 
rope. though no one in the volunteer 
log is required to pledge himself to 
go abroad. 
In calling for volunteers to serve

J. R. Kean, U. IR. A, Medical corps, 
said:

A remarkable city Is Assisi, show­ 
ing how the influence of a man with 
un idea can persist down the clanging 
centuries. 
It is seven hundred years 
aud more since St. Francis lived and 
died here, and yet today Assisi is lit­ 
tle besides the city of St. Francis. His 
name lends it whatever fame and im- 
|M>rtance It may huve, and something 
of his kindly spirit 
seems to haug 
about it still. 
Assisi is a bare little Italian hill 
town, built of dull stone, with narrow. 
winding rocky streets, looking out over 
one of the fairest prospects in all 
Italy. 
Here St. Francis was born of 
rich parents, here he 
led 
an 
idle. 
spendthrift youth, and here he was 
suddenly seized with the Idea of uni­ 
versal brotherhood and the necessity 
for poverty.
